Tell of Wife’s Checkup on Pair

Letters detailing the clandestine 
romance of Clare S. McArdle of 
St. Louis and Mrs. Nancy Wass- 
man, Chicago divorcee, who were 
| found dead of poison in a Chicago 
restaurant early Saturday, reveal 
that McArdle’s wife was suspicious 
of his relations with “another 
woman” and had begun to check 
up on him. 


Written in longhand by McArdle, 
many of them on the stationery of 
the Missouri Portland Cement Co., 
of which he was vice-president and 
sales manager, they were obtained 
by the Chicago Herald-American 
from Walter Prill, Mrs. Wassman’s 
brother-in-law, with whom she 
lived. 

In one letter, in which McArdle 
cautioned Mrs. Wassman that they 
must be careful because of his 
wife’s suspicions, he said: “It is 
claimed that almost everything is 
known except yoyr name.” 

They indicate that McArdle, who 
was 45 years old, had apparently 
set up the 34-year-old Mrs. Wass- 
man in the beauty shop which she 
operated in Chicago’s Sheridan 
Beach Hotel and that he frequent- 
ly sent her money for clothes and 
trips. ° 

But the dominant thread in the 
letters was McArdle’s growing 
knowledge that his wife knew 
| more and more of his activities. 

“The check-up on things I do. 
now is more consistent all the 
time,” he wrote in one note.

TO TURN IN RADIOS 


Japanese, German and Italian 
must. surrender their 
cameras, shortwave radios and 
firearms at the nearest district 
police station by 11 o’clock tonight, 
Chief of Police John H. Glassco 
was informed today by Gerald B. 
Norris, agent in charge of the lo- 
cal F. B. I. office. 

A check of police stations this 
afternoon showed that about 20 
aliens had turned in radios, cam- 
eras, pistols, rifles and. shotguns 
aggregating 30 in number today. 
Others turned in forbidden articles 
Friday and Saturday. 

Although receipt forms made out 
by the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office have not yet reached 
St, Louis, Norris announced that 
no time extension has been au- 
thorized. - Police have béen, in- 
structed to give aliens. full’ re- 
ceipts for the property surren- 
dered. Penalty for violation of 
the order is seizure and confisca- 
tion of the property, and possible 
internment of the violator.

A native of Switzerland residing 
in the United States, for example, 
would have to register if he has 
taken out his first citizenship pa- 
pers but has not become a citizen. 
If he had not declared intention 
to become a citizen he could be 
exempted by Presidential order. 

After the United States’ entrance 
into the war, the Selective Service 
Act was amended. The draft was 
extended to include men from 20 
to 44, inclusive, and those 18 to 
64, inclusive, were made eligible 
for some type of war duty. 

About. 17,500,000 men already 
have been enrolled under the Se- 
lective Service Act, and loca] draft 
boards have speeded up their clas- 
sification. 


17-Year-Old British Boys to Regis- 
ter for National Service. 

LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s 17-year-old boys will register 
for national service Jan. 31, the 
Ministry of Labor announced to- 
day. 

These youths will not be called 
up for the fighting services until 
they are 19.

VICHY, Jan. 5 (AP).—The body 
of Yves Perringaux, chief secre- 
tary to Interior Minister Pierre 
Pucheu, has been found along the 
railroad tracks between Paris and 
Troyes, in German-occupied 
France, it was announced today. 

(The Berlin radio at first broad- 
cast that both Perringaux and 
Pucheu had been found dead, pre- 


sumably the victims of assassins, 
but later changed its story to say 
that only Perringaux was killed. 
(It gave no explanation for with- 
drawing the original story, al- 
though it previously had an- 
nounced that an investigation into 
what was said then to be two 
deaths had been started. Whether 
Perringaux was traveling with 
Pucheu was not disclosed.) 

Deat Assails Vichy. 

Marcel Deat, collaborationist edi- 
tor, asserted today in a broad- 
cast from Paris that the Petain 
Government had played a waiting 
game with the Nazis to permit an 
increase of Britain's strength and 
America’s entrance into the war. ° 
He added that what he called 
Vichy’s turn against collaboration 
with Germany was due to the 
counsels of United States Ambas- 
sador Admiral William D. Leahy, 
who at the moment of the broad- 
cast was attending a party cele- 
brating completion of his first 
year in Vichy. 
Deat’s was the latest in a series 
of attacks on the Government ini- 
tiated by the Paris press since 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain’s 
New Year’s day address. 

Body Near Rail Station. 
Perringaux’s body was said to 
have been found in a mangled con- 
dition near the station of Flam- 
boin-Gouaix, about two-thirds of 
the way between Paris and Troyes. 
He had taken a train in Paris last 
night en route to Belfort, in Al- 
sace. He was a member of the ex- 
treme Rightist party of .Jacques 
Doriot, turncoat Communist. 
Disclosure of his death followed 
outbreaks of anti-Nazi incidents at 
Brest and Paris, which brought 
new punishment to the latter city 
in the form of a 5 p. m. curfew. 
Since the Nazis have put Paris on 
Berlin time, in addition to daylight 
saving, the curfew is effective at 
3 p. m., sun time. 

Explosion in Restaurant. 
(The Berlin radio said the Paris 
curfew was placed on cafes and 
other public places because uniden- 
tified assailants had exploded a 
bomb in a restaurant frequented 
by Germans. It said no one was 
injured and only slight damage re- 
sulted, 

(The incidents coincided with an 
apparent chilling of French-Ger- 
man relations, reported in Stock- 
holm to be at their worst since the 
armistice.)

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MISTREATMENT OF WHITES 
IN MANILA IS REPORTED 


MacArthur Says Japs Even Discriminated 
Against Axis Nationals—Hull Calls 
It a Monstrous Thing. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP) — 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull told 
his press conference today that re- 
ports of “especially harsh” treat- 


ment of American civilians by Jap- 
anese invaders of Manila was such 
a monstrous thing he wanted mone 
details before discussing it. 

He had been asked about a War 
Department announcement which 
also reported Japanese discrimina- 
tion “against all white residents” 
in Manila. 

Immediately speculation arose 
whether the State Department 
would seek through Swiss diplo- 
matic channels to better the con- 
ditions of United States citizens 
in the islands. Switzerland is look- 
ing after United States interests 
in Japan by agreement with the 
State Department. 

(A Domei news agency broadcast 
from Tokyo, heard in London, quot- 
ed a high source in the imperial 
high command as denying reports 
of “alleged discriminatory treat- 
ment” of the white population in 
Manila. 

(Domei acknowledged that all 
white civilians had been ordered 
to remain jindoors, but said this 
was done “principally to protect 
the whites and enable the Japa- 
nese to weed out possible Ameri- 
can ‘fifth columnists.’” 

Japs Had Been Protected. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, in a 
radio message from his headquar- 
ters somewhere north of Manila, 
advised the War Department he 
had received reports from the Phil- 
ippines capital “indicating distrim- 
ination against Americans by the 
occupying Japanese forces, in 
marked contrast to the treatment 


previously accorded Japanese civil- 
ians by American troops.” 

More than a week ago Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had reported in detail that 
Japanese civilians under American 
control were being well treated, 
that about 3000 were being pro- 
tected from possible mob violence 
and that their property was being 
protected. He said steps to protect 
the Japanese civilians were taken 
at the urgent request of the Japa- 
nese Consul Genera] in Manila. 

Manila’s normal population of 
625,000 includes about 2000 Ameri- 
cans as well as many Europeans. 
In addition, many Americans live 
in Baguio, the summer capital in 
the mountains, at gold mines, or 
at other points in the islands. 

MacArthur’s Report. 

The report MacArthur made yes- 
terday said: 

“While the treatment of Ameri- 
can civilians is especially harsh, 
the Japanese are discriminating 
against all white residents of Ma- 
nila, The occupying troops have 
issued instructions that all white 
civilians in Manila, irrespective of 
nationality, must remain indoors, 
under penalty of being shot if they 
appear on the streets. These in- 
structions imply contemplated in- 
ternment of the white population 
of the city, without regard to cit- 
izenship. Apparently subjects of

Harbor Attack Was Real, Fled as Bombs 
Fell Nearby. 


| An eyewitness account of the 
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor 
Dec. 7 was related today by a for- 
mer St. Louisan, Mrs. Oren E. 
Hurlbut, wife of an Army Air 


Corps ordnance captain, who told 
Oo. a narrow escape from Japanese 
bombs as she and other officers’ 
wives fled by automobile from 
heavily-bombed Hickam Field. 

Mrs. Hurlbut arrived in St. Louis 
yesterday and will reside with her 
parents, Dr, and Mrs. Leo Bartels, 
120 Lake Forest, for the duration. 
She and members of the families 
of Army and Naval officers were 
evacuated from Hawaii and reached 
san Francisco last Wednesday 
aboard a@ transport, which carried 
the first wounded from the Pacific 
stronghold. 

Mrs. Hurlbut, whose home was 
‘in the officers’ residence section 
‘at Hickam Field, about 300 feet 
from the water’s edge on the har- 
bor, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
she had just arisen when the roar 
of the first Japanese war planes 
diving in the attack broke the 
Calm of that early Sunday morn- 
ing 


Thought It Was Practice. 
“The thought flashed through 
_Mmy mind that it was our air forces 
'practicing dive bombing, when 
| suddenly I heard a loud explosion,” 
she related. “It was unusual, but 
‘I assumed our planes were using 
live bombs. 

“When the second bomb struck 
I ran to a window. Planes were 
'swarming over the harbor, and 
‘the red rising sun on them could 
be seen easily. Then I knew they 
were Japanese. 

“My husband, who had been 
asleep, was up with the second 
bomb explosion and he rushed to 
‘my side, took one look and said: 
\‘That’s it. There’s the Japs’, It 
seemed only a matter of a few 
seconds before he was dressed and 
gone.” 

Left alone in her home after the 


first bombs fell, Mrs. Hurlbut 
stayed away from windows to 
avoid possible injury from bomb 
splinters and consequently saw 
little of the Japanese invaders 
diving on naval targets in the har- 
bor, she said. 

“I got tired of being alone, so I 
ran next door to stay with my 
neighbor, and found that other of- 
ficers’ wives had gathered there,” 
she continued. “Some of them lay 
on the floor, others stood against 
the wall but I just paced up and 
down the floor but stayed away 
from the windows.”, 

Ordered to Leave. 

She said the officers’ residence 
section was not directly under at- 
tack. The Hickam Field hangars 
and barracks, which were bombed 
heavily, are a considerable distance 
away. 

Within an hour the families of 
Hickam Field officers were ordered 
to leave the post and go to the old 
residential district of Honolulu in 
the hills. Mrs. Hurlbut said they 
waited for a lull in the attack, 
then left by automobile for the 
Nuuanu section. 

It was on this trip that she faced 
the greatest danger from the raid- 
ers. While driving on the road to 
Honolulu, a new squadron “of 
bombers appeared overhead, and 
one bomb struck several hundred 
yards behind them, off to the side 
of the road. 

“It was the closest call we had, 
but we weren’t frightened,” she 
said. “Actually, we were too ex- 
cited to be afraid.” 

Mrs. Hurlbut stayed with friends 
at Nuuanu, and three days passed 
before she had word from her hus- 
band. She didn’t see him again 
until a few days before the order 
came for evacuation of women and 
children. Before leaving Hawaii, 
she engaged in Red Cross work at 
Queen’s Hospital, assisting in han- 
dling the 600 civilians a day who 
offered their blood for the blood 
bank there.

HEARING STARTS 
HERE ON INCREASE 
IN CARRIER RATES 


Railroads ana Waterways 
Seeking 10 Pct. Boost 
to Meet Increased Oper- 
ation Costs. 


Hearing on the application of 
the nation’s railroads and water 
carriers for a general 10 per cent 
increase in freight and passenger 
rates was Degun today at Hotel 
Statler before three members of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

It was the first time a commis- 
sion hearing of such importance 
was held outside Washington. Sev- 
eral hundred representatives of the 
rail and water carriers and of all 
types of shippers were in attend- 
ance. The hearing was sent here 
because of war-time, over-crowded 
conditions in Washington. 

First presentation of. evidence 
was by the railroads, in support of 
their application for the increases, 
which their petition shid were nec- 
essary to meet higher wages un- 
der the recent arbitration award 
and other increased operating 
costs, due largely to the war. 

The Class 1 railroads are pre- 
senting their evidence through the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads; rail carriers in Classes 2 
and 3 are represented by the 
American Short Line Railroad As- 
sociation, 

In an opening statement, R. V. 
Fletcher of Washington, vice- 
president of the Association: of 
American Railroads, said that the 
need of handling war traffic with- 
out delay made a hearing on a per- 
centage increase, rather than a 
flat increase by commodities, 
necessary. Commodity cases, he 
explained, took too long. 

Julius H. Parmelee of Washing- 
ton, director of the American asso- 
ciation’s Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics, testified that the increases 
sought were “absolutely essential” 
to meet increasing expenses and if 
the railroads were to continue to 
do their part in winning the war. 

Since September, he continued, 
operating expenses of the railroads 
as a whole had increased more 
than $1,000,000 a day, with still 
greater increases expected during 
1942. 

Estimating that the wage in- 
creases would cost the railroads 
$331,771,000 annually, Parmelee told 
the commissioners the increases in 
rates would yield about $358,000,000 
to meet not only the higher wages 
but greatly increased operating 
costs in general. Of the increased 
income from new rates, about 
$312,000, 000 would come from 
freight charges, he said. 

The $3381,000,000 cost of the wage 
increases, he continued, represent- 
ed one-third of the railroads’ net 
operating income for the year end- 
ed last Oct. 31 and two-thirds of 
the net income after charges. 

Parmelee testified that transpor- 
tation costs were 17.4. per cent 
higher in the first 11 months last 
year than costs in the correspond- 
ing period of 1940, Although the 
volume of freight traffic handled 
last year was 11.3 per cent greater 
than the average in the 10-year 
period from 1921 to 1931, the 1941 
freight revenue was 5.4 per cent 
less than the 10-year average, he 
said. 

As a result of increased costs, 
Parmelee said, the average revenue 
for handling one ton of freight for 
one mile had declined to 9 mills, 
or 26 per cent less than the aver- 
age 20 years ago. 

Shippers opposed to the rate in- 
creases will be heard after the rail- 
road and water carriers have pre- 
sented their evidence. It is ex- 
pected that the three commis- 
sioners then will hold separate 
hearings simultaneously in effort 
to expedite the proceedings. 

All evidence, it is hoped, will be 
completed by Saturday evening. 
All or a majority of the 11 mem- 
bers of the commission are ex- 
pected here next Monday to hear 
oral arguments by the various in- 
terests. 

Forecasts Are Upset. 

On cross-examination, Parmelee 
was asked whether increased traf- 
fic this year would provide suffi- 
cinet additional revenue to meet 
the costs of the wage increases: He 
said he could not give a conclusive 
answer, as this country’s entrance 
into the war had upset forecasts.

The machinery by which the 
January quota of new tires and 
tubes will be rationed to St. Louis 
and St. Louis County motorists was 


set in motion today, but few appli- 
cants were reported by tire dealers. 

One dealer explained the lack of 
business by dividing the city’s tire 
allotment by the number of retail- 
ers and estimating that the aver- 
age retailer will sel] a total of two 
tires a week throughout January. 

The first approval order, for two 
new truck tires and tubes, was is- 
sued by the St. Louis Tire Ration- 
ing Board about noon to Walter H. 
Schrumpf, 3856 Olive __ street. 
Schrumpf operates a common car- 
rier truck between St. Louis and 
Chicago, one of the uses for which 
the Office of Price Administration 
permits’the issuance of new tires. 

This month’s quota for St. Louis 
and St. Louis County is 1138 tires 
and 950 tubes for passenger auto- 
mobiles, motorcycles and light 
trucks, and 1650 tires and 1380 
tubes for heavy trucks and busses. 
There are no restrictions on used 
or retreaded tires. 

E. G. Platt, St. Louis tire ration- 
ing co-ordinator, has pointed out 
that owners of passenger automo- 
biles cannot buy new tires unless 


they are physicians, 
nurses or veterinarians. 

Persons in those classes who 
need new tires may go to one of 
the 96 tire-inspection bureaus set 
up at major tire dealers through- 
out the city and county. There an 
inspector will examine the old 
tires, and, if he finds they cannot 
be repaired or retreaded, will issue 
a “certificate of necessity” and mail 
it to the city or county tire ration- 
ing board, 

The inspector also will give the 
car owner an application blank 
which he must fill out and take 
in person to the rationing board. 
The board may then issue an ap- 
proval slip authorizing the owner 
to buy the tires anywhere he 
chooses.

Against Three Chicago-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
upheld today the conviction of 
three men on charge of attempting 


to evade Federal income taxes in 
connection with the operation of 
the Consensus Publishing Co., 
which printed and sold racing 
sheets to bookmakers. 

Justice Black delivered the 6-to- 
0 decision, affecting James M. 
Ragen Sr., Arnold W. Kruse and 
Lester Kruse, all of Chicago. 

The Justice Department said the 
men were convicted in the North- 
ern Illinois United States District 
Court of a wilful evasion of income 
taxes of a corporation by making 
distributions of corporate profits 
to themselves and others under 
the guise of “commissions” which 
were deducted from the corpora- 
tion’s gross income. 

The defendants replied that they 
were employes and business associ- 
ates of M. L. (Moses) Annenberg, 
who “through a personal holding 
company known as the Cecelia Co., 
dominated and controlled various 
corporation, including Consensus.” 
(Annenberg, publisher of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, is serving a 
three-year sentence for evading 
$1,217,296 in Federal taxes on his 
1936 income.)

and to pay a $10,000 fine; Arnold 
W. Kruse was sentenced to sod

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
Domestic consumption of cotton 
reached a record daily high dur- 
ing November, the Agriculture De- 
partment said today, and added 
that if the average were main- 
tained annual consumption may 
surpass 11,000,000 bales this sea-

The previous seasonal high was 
9,750,000 bales in 1939-40. Con- 
sumption averaged 43,000 bales a

Further intimation as to how 
McArdle’s many business trips for 
his company upset his plans to go 
to Chicago to see Mrs. Wassman 
is given in other letters:

“You're a peach, and I love you 
a lot.

And again: 

“I have been in Kansas City a 
week, trying to settle some labor 
troubles at the plant . . . I’m about 
as jittery as anyone could be. . . 
Honey, I know you are having as 
much trouble as anyone with help, 
vse I hope the new girl is working 
out. 

“Don’t know just how soon I'll 
be able to make it up there, be- 
cause this defense business is driv- 
ing me nutty. But it won’t be long.” 

“Perfume on My Pajamas.” 

On the stationery of the Muehle-

};Ardle subsequently wrote to his 


companion: 

“My bag is full of zipper bags. 
My pajamas have permume on 
them. And I have a lady’s hand- 
kerchief in my pocket. You have 
to take a part of the responsibili- 
ty, so I am sending the handker- 
chief back. If your cold isn’t bet- 
ter you may need it.” 

A few days later he wrote from 
the Muehlebach: 

“Horley, I know you want the 
shoes, hat, etc., so I’m inclosing a 
check you can use. Sorry it isn’t 
more, but I can’t do it. ...I 
have myself in a jam for next 
week. Lucille and I have accepted 
an invitation for the Veiled 
Prophet’s Ball and Queen’s Supper, 
so I have to plan on it. Will have 
to dress in tails and all—don’t 
like it.” 

In his next letter McArdle de- 
scribed the ball. He sent Mrs. 
Wassman money for clothes and 
@ vacation last spring, but .in one 
letter he told her he was a poor 
hand at buying perfume and she 
would have to do that herself. 

“Honey, I’m not going to be able 
to help much on any vacation 
now,” he wrote. “Am enclosing a 
check for $150 which will pay for 
the dress and hat and help some 
on a trip... . Am anxious to see 
the dress and hat, because you 
know me and my liking for polka 
dots. 

“No perfume is being sent, be- 

cause I’m no good at any such 
thing. I smelled all of them, and 
the more I smelled, the more con- 
fused I became, I finally gave up.

The news of the Nazi defeat at 
Belev was the first official an- 
nouncement of the extent of the 
Russian penetration west of the 
Oka River toward Bryansk. The 
drive has been developing steadily 
since Dec, 28, when the Reds said 
the Oka had been crossed and Ka- 
luga recaptured. 

Reoccupation of Borovsk. 

The recapture of Borovsk, 50 
miles southwest of Moscow, along 
with a number of smaller places 
designated only as “inhabited lo- 
calities,” was announced yesterday. 

Borovsk was taken two days aft- 
er the recapture of Maloyarosila- 
vets, important railway town, 
which lies 15 miles to the south. 

From sector after sector along 
the battle line the Russian account 
was one of captured guns, broken 
resistance and heavy Nazi losses. 

The Soviet Information Bureau, 
in a review of the week from Dec. 
25 to 31 said the Red Army wiped 
out more than 10,000 Germans 
southwest of Moscow and another 
2000 in the Feodosiya sector of the 
Crimea, destroyed 745 supply 
trucks and captured or destroyed a 
quantity of other war material. 

A Soviet Major General of Avia- 
tion, Scherbakov, wrote in the Gov- 
ernment newspaper Izvestia that 
the Russians in 1942 would have 
faster and mightier fighters and 
bombers able to carry heavier 
bomb loads greater distances, He 
said the Reds would hold the up- 
per hand during the winter months 
because of better preparations for 
winter air warfare.

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APPEAL BOARD FOR

DEPORT BRIDGES 


Finds CIO Leader Is No 
Communist — Decision 
on QOuster Up to At- 
torney General. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
The Board of Immigration Appeals 
recommended today cancellation of 
deportation proceedings against 
Harry Bridges, West Coast labor 
leader. 

The decision was reached unan- 
imously by the four board mem- 
bers who heard the case. 

It reversed the recommendation 
of Judge Charles B. Sears, who 
heard testimony for three months 
at San Francisco early last year. 

The final decision rests with At- 
torney General Francis Biddle. 

The board found that Bridges, 
since coming to the United States, 
was not a member of nor affiliated 
with the Communist party. 

Bridges, president of the CIO 
International Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union, is an Aus- 
tralian. He first came to the 
United States in 1920. 

The board, in a one-sentence con- 
¢clusion, said simply: 

“We find, therefore, that the evi- 
dence in this record does not estab- 
lish that Harry Benton Bridges 
was at any time a member of or 
affiliated with any organization 
proscribed by statute.” 

Members of the appeals board 
are Chairman Joseph F. Fanelli, 
Robert M. Charles, Thomas G. 
Finucane and Thomas M. Cooley 
III. Former Senator Henry F. 
Ashurst is a member of the board 
but did not participate in the case. 

Action against Bridges was tak- 
en under a statute prohibiting 
aliens from being members of or 
affiliating with organizations which 
advocate overthrow of the Govern- 
ment of the United States by force 
or violence. 

A deportation warrant was _ is- 
sued against him in March, 1938, 
by Secretary of Labor Perkins 
when the Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service was part of the 
Labor Department. Secrtary Per- 
kins designated James M. Landis 


to hear. the case in July, 1939. Lan- | 


dis found that Bridges was not a 
Communist and should not be de- 
ported. 


The House approved legislation | 


for deportation of Bridges, but it 
did not pass the Senate. 

In February, 1941, the Attorney 
General, acting on new findings 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, issued a deportation war- 
rant and assigned Judge Sears, 
former member of the New York 
Appellate Court, to sit as presid- 
ing inspector at the hearing.

Foreign Source Declares Two Others of High

When Hitler decided to invade 
Russia, Blaskowitz said he “wanted 
no part of it,” this informant said. 

Information from an “irrefutable 
agent abroad” also said that Gen. 


Oscar von Niedermayer, chief of 
the eastern department under Von 
Brauchitsch ana a stanch admirer 
of his superior, also had been dis- 
missed. 

There also were unconfirmed re-

FOR FREE FRENGH 
TO JOIN IN PACT 


Washington to Receive 
Statements of Adherence 
From Authorities Which 


Are Not Governments. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP).— 
The United States has opened the 
way for Free French adherence to 
the united nations declaration 
pledging 26 governments to use 
their full military and economic 
resources to defeat the Axis. 

Since this country does not have 
diplomatic relations with the De- 
Gaullist movement, the Free 
French were not represented when 
the document was signed here Fri- 
day. The State Department issued 
this statement last night: 

“In order that  liberty-loving 
peoples silenced by military force 
may have an opportunity to sup- 
port the principles of the declara- 
tion by united nations, the Govern- 
ment of the United States, as the 
depository for that declaration, 
will receive statements of adher- 
ence to its principles from appro- 
priate authorities which are not 
governments.” . 

There was no official elaboration 
on the statement, but it was re- 
garded as an unmistakable gesture 


and people in France alike whole- 
heartedly would welcome a State 
Department invitation for the 
Free French to adhere to the pact 
of Washington.

Mel Sheppard, 


Former Olympic 
Champion, Dead 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5 (AP).—Mel- 
vin Sheppard, 58-year-old former | 
University of Pennsylvania track | 
star and 1500-meter champion of 


two Olympic meets, died suddenly 
early yesterday at his Bayside 
home. 

A director of the Millrose A. A., 
Sheppard arrived home late last 
night after a conference at Madi- 
son Square Garden, where he 
helped plan the forthcoming Mill- 
rose games. He collapsed while 
talking to his wife and was pro- 
nounced dead by an ambulance 
physician who arrived within a few 
minutes. | 

Sheppard was born in Almanes- 
son, N. J., Sept. 5, 1883. He start- 
ed his athletic career at Brown 
Preparatory School in Philadel- 
phia, winning the half-mile run 
for school boy entrants at the §St. 
Louis Exposition in 1904. 

At the 1908 Olympic games in 
London, Sheppard won the 1500- 
meter event and placed high 
among the individual scorers of 
the track and field division. He 
won the 1500 meters again in 1912 
at the Olympic in Stockholm, 
Sweden. 

He joined the Army before the 
first World War and saw service 
on the Mexican border. During the 
war he served as a Captain at Fort 
Shelby, Miss. 

Survivors include his wife, the 
former Estelle Simon of Almanes- 
son, who he married 34 years ago; 
a son, Melvin Sheppard Jr., who} 
was a track and _ cross-country 
star at Prencton before his grad- 
uation in 1932, and a daughter, 
Mrs. Adelaide Kohler «° San Fran- 
cisco. 

Funeral services will be held 
Wednesday evening in Bayside, 
Queens, with burial Thursday 
morning at Camden, N. J.

Replies to Civil Service Critic. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is regretted that the writer of the 

letter, “Dissatisfied With Civil Serv- 
ice,” so grossly misrepresented both the 
postal service and civil service employes. 

Irrespective of the fact that the mail 
service is a function reserved to our 
Government, it would not be the nation’s 
largest business if it were operated in a 
slovenly manner and with no regard to 
its patrons, for an aroused public would 
certainly ehange such conditions over- 
night. 

If the writer of that letter had looked 
in at the St. Louis Postoffice during the 
recent Christmas rush, when we were 
called upon to handle a record-breaking 
amount of both letter mail and parcel 
post, he would have found us working 
_ from 12 to 15 hours a day, including Sat- 
urday and Sunday. If this did not satisfy 
him, he could have followed some of our 
letter carriers around on their routes for 
a few days and found out what these 
boys had to do. 

It should interest him to know that 
to retain his position in the postal serv- 
ice, one must retain a very high effi- 
ciency rating in the way of knowledge, 
rapidity, co-operation, etc. 

Further, clerks are required to pass 
special examinations at least once a 
year, necessary for the proper distribu- 
tion of the mail. The minimum passing 
grade in such examinations is 95 per 
cent, and al] preparation and study must 
be done on the employe’s own time. 

As to complaints, each and every com- 
plaint reaching the Postoffiee, whether 
filed with the department at Washington 
or locally, is fully investigated and a 
complete explanation given to the pa- 
trons. Action is also taken in the en- 
deavor to prevent recurrence of service 
irregularities. 

Postal employes are human and, there- 
fore, will make mistakes. However, if 
one will take into consideration the mil- 
lions of. pieces of: mail matter that are 
handled daily by the United States postal 
service, the number of irregularities pales 
into insignificance. 

As far as pensions are conéerned, if 
that writer would investigate he would 
find that a civil service employe goes a 
long way toward the payment of his re- 
tirement annuity—not pension, and cer- 
tainly the payment does not fal] into the 
category of a gratuity. 

It is not our purpose to enter into a 
controversy, but in replying to the writer 
of “Dissatisfied With Civil Service” we 
are so impelled by our desire to “keep 
the record straight” and to continue to 
merit the high regard and esteem of all 
postal patrons. :

UP TO THE SENATE. 


Although the experience of other nations has 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that only an 
over-all ceiling can hold down wartime prices, the 
Senate Banking Committee persists in the folly of 
half-measures. The bill it has placed before the Sen- 
ate, while an improvement over the House bill, still 
stops far short of an all-inclusive roof over prices, 
rents and wages, 

Wages are exempted entirely, although lip-service 
was given to the principle of control when the com- 
mittee stated that a wage ceiling “may ultimately 
be found necessary.” Rents may be regulated 
only in “defense areas.” In reality, all the na- 
tion is a defense area. Prices are to be dealt with 
by so-called “selective” controls, meaning that when 
one commodity goes too high, the administrator can 
fix a ceiling for.it, and it alone. This method Rep- 
resentative Gore aptly compared to an attempt to 
hold down the grass in a pasture by sitting on the 
hillocks. While the Price Administrator sits on a 
few of the highest patches, the rest of the prices 
spring up unchecked. 

This is not mere theory. Britain tried the “selec- 
tive” method, and, after a disastrous period of trial, 
found an over-all ceiling essential. An article in the 
New Republic last July thus summed up the costly 
experiment: 

England’s experience thus far proves that price 
control ... cannot be effective if it is a matter 
of patchwork edicts haphazardly applied to sep- 
arate segments of the price structure, .To be suc- 
cessful, control must be applied to the whole 
structure, ruthlessly and simultaneously, lest the 
uncontrolled part vitiate the effort in the con- 
trolled, and a weak section cause the whole 
edifice to topple. Wages must also be recognized 
to be a part of the price structure. 

Canada made a similar mistake, first enacting 
timid “selective” controls only to have prices con- 
tinue to rise with frightening rapidity. Then, last 
October, it threw out the “patchwork edicts” and 
established a complete price-rent-wage ceiling. 

By restoring its licensing provisions and by elimin- 
ating an unwieldy committee set up by the House 
to ride herd on the Price Administrator, the Senate 
Banking Committee improved the price control bill. 
Its decision to lower the permissible ceiling on farm 
products was also sound, but it has stopped far short 
of the goal. 

To protect the country against the hardships of 
inflation, a thoroughgoing over-all price-rent-wage 
ceiling is needed. The obligation to provide one now 
rests on the Senate. 

THEY USED TO BE STRUNG UP. 

Over the week end, 28 tires were stolen from auto- 
mobiles, including those belonging to a Police Judge 
and a Police Sergeant. This is just the beginning 
of a wave of tire-filching. 

In the old West, when a man’s horse was hi 
most vital possession, horse thieves used to be strun 
up to the nearest tree. In these days, tires ofte 
are necessary to a means of livelihood, and now, 
since they cannot be replaced, tire-stealing is a 
particularly vicious crime. 

There is just one way to handle such thieves, once 
they are caught, and that is to give them all the 
law allows. Maximum penalties for the first of- 
fenders might discourage others. Meanwhile, what 
about increasing the penalties for both tire and 
automobile theft? 
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AIN’T SKATING FUN? : 

This bracing weather has given St. Louisans an 
opportunity that comes only too seldom in this lati- 
tude. With the mercury obligingly hovering around 
zero, the park lakes have frozen and everyone can 
now enjoy that finest of sports, skating -on the ice.

Really, there’s nothing so delightful or beneficial 
as four or five hours out in the’ open on the exposed, 
shining surface of a lake,

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THE BEARS HAVE POWER. 

There was, of course, no surprise about the 35-to-24 
victory of the Chicago Bears pro football team over 
an all-star eleven representing the cream of the Na- 
tional League talent. Fans no longer go to see the 
Bears with any doubt about the winner—unless the 
Green Bay Packers happen to be the opposition. 

But today, with ice on the gridiron and snow in 
the air, Coach Halas of the Bears sits disconsolate 
as Macedonian Alexander. There just are no more 
football worlds to conquer. 

Still, it would be a shame to trundle this mighty 
juggernaut into the garage to rust on jacks. We 
need power against the Japs. The Bears have power. 
Maybe they should be sent tq the support of the 
U. 8S. Marines. : 
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MR. EDEN REPORTS ON RUSSIA. 

Making his first report to the British people since 
his talks with Stalin and Molotov in the Kremlin, 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden yesterday paid a 
warm tribute to the Russian people and their heroic 
army. In graphic language, he described his trip 
to the front near Moscow, where he saw first hand 
that the spirit of the Russian soldiers was “mag- 
nificent” and their morale “high.” 

Something else he saw first hand was the evi- 
dence of Stalin’s “scorched earth.” Brick chimneys 
here and there, pointing their desolate fingers to 
the sky, were all that relieved the burned-over land. 
The vow of the Russian commander-in-chief that 
nothing should be left for Hitler's invaders was kept 
to the letter, But behind the battle lines, behind 


great industrial machine at work and people '‘confi- 
dent, their confidence based on resolution, not on 
under-estimation of the Nazis. 

The Foreign Secretary did not assume that Britain 
and Russia were one and the same. On the con- 
trary, he faced the fact that their political systems 
are different, that there is sharp contrast in their 
forms and methods of government. But he took 
his stand without equivocation: “I will never accept 
that our difference in government need divide us.” 

We may wish that what Mr, Eden has now done, 
some ranking representative of the British people

might have done several years ago. Recent history 
would have been different had the British seen in 
the Russian people a common ally against Hitler. 
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A WELCOME OVERTURE TO THE FREE FRENCH. 

The State Department seems to have reconsidered. 
Its invitation for adherence to the 26-nation anti- 
Axis pact by “appropriate authorities” of “liberty- 
loving peoples silenced by military force” is unmis- 
takably a gesture for co-operation by the Free 
French with the United States, Britain, Russia, 
China and the other countries that have already 
signed. It is, therefore, a decided stepdown from 
the attitude of last week, when the State Depart- 
ment condemned the seizure of St. Pierre and Mique- 
lon by de G@gulle forces as an “arbitrary action.” 
Its statem@nt at that-time said in effect that Wash- 
ington wanted to appease Vichy, and referred slight- 
ingly to “the so-called Free French.” ) 

Obviously, addition of Free France to the 26- 
nation pact would make the anti-Petain forces a 
partner of the United States, and would approach 
the formal recognition Britain long ago accorded 
the de Gaulle movement, In such circumstances, 
the United States could not consistently demand 
return of the two North Atlantic islands to Vichy, 
as it was doing last week, It was strange that it did 
so at that time, in view of the Atlantic Charter 
pledge to “respect the right of all peoples to choose 
the form of government under which they will live,” 
a right which was asserted by a vote in the islands 
showing a 98 per cent majority for Free France. 

The policy of appeasing Vichy France should be 
just as dead by this time as the former policy of 
appeasing Italy and Japan—and, for that matter, 
Franco Spain. Whether Petain is Hitler’s tool or 
merely his prisoner makes no difference, for the 
hopes of reviving French democracy do not rest 
upon the aged Marshal, but upon de Gaulle. The 
new State Department invitation indicates that the 
storm of public opposition to last week’s pro-Vichy 
stand has registered. 
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LOYALTY OF AMERICANS OF ITALIAN ORIGIN. 


Speaking at a meeting of Italian Allied World War 


Veterans at the Italian Fraternal Hall yesterday, City 
Judge Joseph B. Catanzaro said that Americans of 
Italian origin, “whether citizens by birth or adoption, 
will be loyal Americans and do all they can for just 
one country—America.” 

There can be no doubt of this. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of Italians or persons of Italian ancestry have 
found in this country opportunity and a right to live 
a free life, both of which would have been’ denied 
them under Mussolini’s Fascism. No one questions 
the loyalty of Americans of Italian origin, and yet it 
contributes to national unity to have that loyalty 
repledged at this time. 
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CORREGIDOR’S PLIGHT. 

Although the Japanese have taken the city itself, 
the Battle of Manila will not be decided unless and 
until the fortress of Corregidor is reduced. Accord- 
ng to Hanson W. Baldwin, military expert of the 

w York Times, the rocky island commanding the 
entrance to Manila Bay is considered the ultimate 
citadel of American resistance in the Philippines. 

Inaccessible to attack by land, Corregidor and its 
outlying fortresses are admirably equipped to fend 
off attack by sea. The island bristles with huge 
guns emplaced in concrete and rock like a minia- 
ture Gibraltar, It is screened with natural foliage 
and the garrison is well supplied with water from 
springs that rise through the rock fissures. These 
and other details, as of pre-aviation days, would 
make Corregidor well-nigh impregnable. 

As of pre-aviation days! But now war is fought 
in another dimension and the Japanese are pounding 
the fortress from above, while it has no protection 
from this kind of attack except anti-aircraft guns. 
Yesterday, it is true, these guns bagged‘four out of 
52 Japanese planes, bringing total enemy plane losses 
over Corregidor to 15, but wave after wave of bomb- 
ing and dive attacks, against which the heavy guns 
are useless, would be hard for the garrison to endure. 

Here again is an example of the revolution in 
military and naval tactics created by the airplane, 
if we need any further reminders of this momentous 
fact. Here again is an incentive to fill the air over 
every battlefield with American planes. 
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SENATOR GLASS AS A PROPHET. 

Highty-four-year-old Senator Glass of Virginia 
contributes nothing to the defense effort by predict- 
ing that this will be a short war. Every sign indi- 
cates that this struggle will be hard and costly and 
no one knows how long. President Roosevelt and 
our military and naval experts are proceeding on 
that basis. So are the American people. Perform- 
ance means much more than predictions nowadays. 
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AN ENCOURAGING REPORT ON CIVIL LIBERTIES. 

One of the great problems in mobilizing a democra- 
cy for war is the enactment*of necessary restraints 
without undue restriction of freedom’s privileges. 
The American Civil Liberties Union has long been a 
vigilant and outspoken defender of the citizen's 
rights, and its view of our present situation is a 
most encouraging one. ) 

“Liberty in the United States has never rested 
upon firmer legal foundations,” the organization says 
in its annual report. It finds that Washington au- 
thorities, on the whole, have kept their heads. By 
the present signs, the report predicts that “the sorry 
record of violations in the World War is unlikely to 
be repeated.” 

There are few if any Americans who do not realize 
that war requires such temporary measures as cen- 
sorship to withhold valuable information from the 
enemy. The sacrifices are made willingly, and the 
A. C. L. U.’s appraisal is heartening evidence that 
the Government's powers are being wisely exercised. 
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OTIS SKINNER.

cia] burdens entailed by our war program 
will have to be paid for through taxes. 
Practically al] those craftsmen who were 
steadily employed in the defense industries 
will have to pay income taxes, particularly 
building and construction tradesmen. These 
workers are willing and glad to have an 
opportunity to pay such taxes, and are 
thankful indeed for the unique opportunity 
of employing their skills under free condi- 
tions and at union wage rates. 
Every single worker earning over $750 a 
year, and every married worker earning

There is not a worker in any part of the 
world who would not gladly trade places 
with the American union member.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP).— 
Treasury receipts from the sale of

'taled $528,599,000, Secretary Mor-

about four times as much as the 


itotal receipts from defense bonds 
and in coming months the Govern- 
ment will spend “at a far greater 
‘and ever increasing rate,” he said 
in a radio address. 

| Morgenthau urged that every 
| wage-earner set aside part of every 
pay check for defense stamps and 
bonds—and “I do not mean a mere 
token contribution of a few nickels 
every week, or the mere contribu- 
tion of 1 per cent or 2 per cent 
of the weekly paycheck. This is 
not a token war.” He suggested 
five, 10 or 15 per cent.

OUR REINFORCEMENTS 


OUGH our losses are severe, 
we are in sight of obtaining 
one of the richest prizes in 

the world. There is ours for the 
taking, now that we have really be- 
gun to fight, not one but many in- 
dustrial regions like that for which 
the Russians and the Germans 
have been waging the most tre- 
mendous struggle in history. 

Our weakness in the Philippines, 

the weakness of the British and 
the Dutch in Malaya and in the 
Indies, are due in the last analysis 
to the fact that during the last 
18 months the greater part of 
American industrial power has 
been allowed to be not, only neu- 
tral in the world war, conducting 
business as usual to a commercial 
boom, but worse than neutral, an 
enormously expensive consumer of 
materials, machine tools, labor, 
managerial ability and engineering 
brains. 
‘- To put an end to this commer- 
cial boom, to put an end to busi- 
ness as usual in the mechanical 
and metallurgical industries, to 
dedicate the physical and the hu- 
man resources of these industries 
unhesitatingly to the war is to do 
in America something of what the 
British did after Dunkerque, and 
what the Russians have done while 
Hitler was advancing to the gates 
of Leningrad, Moscow and Rotsov. 
Here in what has been business as 
usual lie our reserves from which 
we can raise the reinforcements 
for the counteroffensive that we 
must launch. 


" . - 
ERE in Detroit, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh, and in the 
other. great industrial centers, is 
our opportunity and our duty. This 
is where we are able to act at once. 
Here the enemy cannot interfere 
with us. Here the only enemy is 
shortsightedness, lack of imagina- 
tion, selfishness, timidity and lazi- 
ness. Here we can act with the 
certainty that if we succeed, we 
shall have won more than _ the 
equivalent of any battle in which 

We are now engaged. 

There is no use wringing our 
hands, It is never any use. There 
is no use looking for scapegoats. 
There is no use playing the ene- 
my’s game by arguing, as arm- 
chair strategists at home, whether 
, the inadequate equipment we have 
produced should have gone to Lu- 
zon or to Archangel, to Malaya 
or Libya. Let us, rather, have the 
manliness to say that if we had 
not tolerated business as usual for 
the last 18 months, there would be 
more equipment and the hard 
choices would not have been s0 
hard. 

When we think of MacArthur and 
his men, let us blame no one but 
ourselves—ourselves, whether we 
resisted interference with our 
lovely boom, ourselves whether we 
conducted propaganda to assure 
the country it could not be at- 
tacked, ourselves whether, seeing 
the danger and seeing what needed 
to be done, yet saw it too dimly 
and too feebly, lacking force of 
will and compelling knowledge to 
carry full conviction. Let us dog- 
gedly repair our mistakes, recoil- 
ing victoriously from our defeats, 
as the British, the Chinese, the 
Russians have done, looking back- 
ward only that we may know 
more surely how to go forward. 


HE decisions taken in Wash- 
ington last week mean that 
the automotive industry now can 
be mobilized completely. It is to 
be supposed that the same rule 


other mechanical industries which 
have been carrying on business as 
usual. What this means in the way 
of opening up new resources, one 
might almost say the conquest of 
new resources, may be judged from 
the recent estimate of the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
that half, that 50 per cent, of the 
machine-tool-hour capacity of 
American industry is not being 
used in war work. If Hitler had 
captured half the machine-tool- 
hour capacity of incomparably the 
largest industria] plant on earth, 
it would be considered the great- 
est of all his victories. We can 
now win such a victory right here. 

As a matter of fact, this esti- 
mate does not really tell the whole 
story. For it covers, it would ap- 
pear, only the unused capacity of 
existing machines, omitting the ad- 
ditional machines that can be 
made once the machine-tool de- 
partments of the automobile com- 
panies are used to make war tools | 
rather than tools for new models| 
of passenger cars. 


. a . 

HIS capacity can be used only 

if the Government and the in- 
dustry treat the whole equipment 
as one pool of machines and men 
to be drawn upon under a single 
command. For the capacity will 
not be used fully if an effort is 
made to keep intact, for the post- 
war period, the organization and 
equipment of each separate com- 
peting company. The capacity can 
be used only by pooling and re- 
grouping and by division of labor 
among shops and plants, machines 
and men, under unified direction 
for the industry as a whole. This 
was the underlying principle of the 
Reuther plan which Mr. Knudsen 
and others in the OPM did not, 
could not, or would not under- 
stand. It is also the principle, we 
may assume, of the automobile 
council for war production which 
was set up in Detroit last Wednes- 
day. 

The stoppage of commercial pro- 
duction has opened up these new 
resources, and will cause the whole 
pressure of the restricted employ- 
ers and the now unemployed work- 
ers to be exerted in favor of rapid 
conversion to war work. Thus, out 
of these industrial centers, where

BVIOUSLY, there must be 

corresponding . action from 
Washington, and here two primary 
things are needed at once. The 
first is a man with the power to 
decide promptly and conclusively 
what is wanted from these forc- 
ibly unemployed industries. The 
second is a man to direct and 
guide, through deputies for regions 
and industries, the technical pro- 
cedure of conversion and division 
of labor. 

The first requirement, that of a 
man to tell industry clearly what 
is wanted, can in theory be 
filled only by the President him- 
self. For only the commander-in- 
chief can make the final plan for 
conducting the war. But in prac- 
tice, far below the highest level of 
strategic planning, decisions have 
to be taken among the. conflicting 
demands of the various procure- 
ment agencies—Army, Air Corps, 
Navy, Merchant Marine, indis- 
pensable civilian serviees. These 
decisions cannot in actual practice 
be made by the President himself, 
and therefore they must be 
delegated, 


. . s 

URELY, the most obvious man 

to whom this power can be 
delegated is the Vice-President, 
himself a man of wide vision, great 
insight and superior administra- 
tive capacity. It is hard to see 
how the President could do better 
than to make the Vice-President 
responsible for industrial mobiliza- 
tion, giving him the power to ap- 
point and to direct and supervise 
the planning and management of 
the war work. Then if Donald 
Nelson, for example, were to be 
the executive officer, he would 
have from the Vice-President an 
authority which he could never 
have if he had to decide for him- 
self every hard question, or else 
ask for a hurried interview at the 
White House, 

The second requirement—that of 
a man with deputies to guide the 
conversion of commercial industry 
—would then also fall under the 
power of the Vice-President. Here, 
speaking frankly, because the 
times require it, it is essential that 
the matter should not be entrusted 
to Mr. Knudsen. For the thing 
which most needs to be done is 
precisely the thing which he re- 
fused and failed to do. ‘The task of 
conversion must go through the 
hands of men who believe in it, 
industrialists, of whom there are 
many, and of labor men of the 
quality of Walter Reuther. The 
choice of the right men for this 
criitical work is more likely to be 
done successfully by Mr. Wallace 
than by anyone else. For, obvious- 
ly, Mr. Roosevelt, dealing with the 
supreme problems of war and di- 
plomacy, cannot himself go search- 
ing in Detroit, St. Louis, Birming- 
ham and elsewhere for the right 
men.

HE work that has to be done 

is within our powers. There is 
the will to do it, and by taking 
promptly and fearlessly the right 
decisions, the way to do it will be 
opened up. We need not be dis- 
couraged. For what we have now 
to do is the real thing, the very 
real thing that will in the end 
decide the war. The power of Ger- 
many and Japan has been gen- 
erated not in distant and weakly 
held territories, for they had no 
such territories to begin with, but 


except that they had a sterner will 
to prepare themselves, they had no 
sources of power that are com- 
parable with ours. 

Nor have they braver men or 
more competent commanders than 
the Americans of the Atlantic pa- 
trol, or the men at Wake, or Mac- 
Arthur and his men. Nor have they 
a greater industrial genius. What 
has already been done here in 
the United States, superimposed on 
a boom, as a sideline to business 
as usual, is about to be a match 
for the best our enemies have 
done. What we have now to do, 
by the conversion of commercial 
industry, will, if we have the nerve 
to do it, be overwhelmingly great- 
er than anything they can hope 
to do,

Wake Island. 


The story of Wake Island is a 
great saga of American military 
heroism paralleling the Alamo, but 
it is also the story of the Japanese 
who wanted that American step- 
pingstone westward and set about 
getting it with all the tenacity and 
force necessary to- achieve their 
objective. 

Wake’s 370-odd devoted Marines 
exacted a heavy price from the 
Japanese, bringing down at least a 
dozen Japanese planes and sinking 
three destroyers, a light cruiser, 
and a submarine against appalling 
enemy superiority. But the Japa- 
nese got Wake. 

With no air opposition, the Jap- 
anese landed troops. The last report 
from the island said, “The issue 
is in doubt.” 

This record shows the Japanese 
were using large planes presum- 
ably from their mandated islands 
to wear down the defenders, and 
finally to cover a landing and pre- 
sumable capture of the tiny garri- 
son. 

The Japanese had every advan- 
tage, and the extent of the defense 
shows the extraordinary ability of 
Americang to fight against odds. 
The story leaves no doubt that 
American planes are actually faster 
and better, and also the American 
fighting will and skill is equal to 
anything shown by the militaristic 
nations. 

But it also shows a powerful and 
skillful enemy who enjoys a ter- 
rific advantage where he controls 
the air. It also shows the problem 
of transporting sufficient air power 
to the Far East to restore the bal- 
ance necessary to successful Amer- 
ican operations. If America can 
learn from these events the danger 
of underestimating the enemy’s 
power, the first step toward vic- 
tory will have been won. 


Lesson to Be Learned. 


But that lesson must be learned 
at home, as Wake’s. glorious 
Marines and Hawaii's garrisons 
have learned through fire and 
steel. |

running high these days. The other | 


night the writer listened to a 
Japanese propaganda radiocast and 
learned that the U. S. naval base 
at Pearl Harbor and most of the 
American Pacific Fleet had been 
put out of action. I have seen 
Pearl Harbor since the battle from 
close up. 

I can offer the American public 
assurance that the Japanese will 
ultimately find that they lost more 
than they gained from their at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. 

In the first place, only a few 
bombs landed in the Navy Yard. I 
saw the craters, 

The damage done by the balance 
of the Japanese bombs to ships in 
the harbor already has been dis- 
closed. That is still a tragic sight. 


Guns Salvaged. 


Two of the three lost destroy- 
ers are oil blackened hulks, witp 
twisted decks. But every gun from 
both ships already has been re- 
moved and is in operating condi- 
tion again. Salvage is proceeding 
rapidly. That is the story of the 
damage. On the other side of the 
picture is one of tremendous ac- 
tivity which was continuing 
throughout Christmas day to a 


background symphony of throbbing, 


riveters, grinding cranes, and hum- 
ming drills. 

I boarded a cruiser which had 
sustained a slight hull damage. I 
came over the side between anti- 
aircraft gun crews watching the 
sky while around them was the 
bustle of the ship readying itself 
for early action. 

Inside the cabin, a flag officer re- 
ceived us in the strangely con- 
trasting order of starched white- 
ness and polished brass character- 
istic of naval quarters. 

He could not tell us when his 
force might put out to sea, because, 
he said, the commanding officers 
were telling nothing. But, he said, 
his ship and his men will be better 
prepared when the hour comes 
than ever before. He expressed the 
opinion that since the attack the 
morale of the fleet was higher than 
ever. Previously, the men some- 
times were careless about observ- 
ing some of the inconveniences 
such as wearing helmets or clos- 
ing water doors. It is+no longer 
necessary to keep hammering away 
about such precautions. Every man 
in the fleet understands the reason 
now. 


The same officer disclosed that 
po cruiser was sunk in the Pearl 
Harbor battle. The Japanese claim 
to have blown.-up oil storage tanks 
was also sheer imagination. The 
oil tanks were plainly visible. 
None was even scratched. 

Naval oil supplies are undoubt- 
edly greater today than before at- 
tack, since oil is only one of the 
many replacement commodities, 
including men, which arrived in 
large quantities since the battle. 

Another Japanese delusion was 
the idea that they had put harbor 
facilities out of action. It is utter 
nonsense, I saw the whole estab- 
lishment working at full capacity 
on Christmas day.

HERE is a side to fabulous New Orleans which tourists

“Over there is the new Southern Bell Telephone Co, 
building,” Swan proudly pointed out. “Sho’ is a pretty place, 
ain’t it?”

Louis Cathedral, Jackson Square, the Cabildo, and other historic 
points of New Orleans. Swan drove us back into the center 
of the city. “There’s the Jung Hotel,” Swan pointed out, and 
a few blocks later showed us the St. Charles Hotel, the Roose- 
velt and mentioned that he was sorry but we had passed the 
Palace Theater, which used to belong to the white folks but 
which was now the biggest colored theater in town.

I ASKED SWAN IF HE knew where the famed Court of 
the Two Sisters was. “Yassuh, but I want to show you the 
new American Bank Building. It’s away the biggest in town.” 
We saw the American Bank Building, also the Canal Bank 
Building. “That Canal Bank used to be a big ’un,” Swan ex- 
plained, “but it ain’t operating no more since the depression.” 
We passed a Federal slum clearance project. “Them’s the new 
Government slums,” Swan said as he showed us the neat little 
houses. My friend asked Swan about the Cabildo, the historical 
museum where the formal transfer of Louisiana to the United 
States took place. “I’se heard about it off an’ on but I ain't 
read up on it yit,” said Swan. He climaxed our grand tour of 
New Orleans by driving us past a boarded-in field. “That is 
wherg the New Orleans Pelicans baseball team plays,” he said. 
Fabulous, gorgeous New Orleans. 

Thank you, Swan, but I wish my friend could have seen 
such landmarks as Thompson’s Restaurant, the street car barn, 
and police headquarters.

Double by 
East Helps 
Opponents

EAR Mr. Culbertson: You have 
ften warned your readers not 
to double a slam contract. Nev- 
ertheless, there still are many 
bridge players who spoil their 
chances of setting a contract by 
foolishly doubling on the basis of 
mere probabilities. 

“The other night, in a rubber 
game, the following deal exempli- 
fied the soundness of your advice. 

“North, dealer. 

“East-West vulnerable. 
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“North opened with a diamond, 
obviously fascinated by the four 
honors. East passed and I, sitting 
South, bid one heart. After West's 
pass, my partner, without further 
investigation, jumped to six hearts, 
East promptly doubled, and every- 
body passed. West laid down the 
ace of spades, and I sat there with 
rather gloomy feelings. When I 
saw my partner’s hand, the aspects 
still were not too rosy. East, for 
his double, was almost certainly 
marked with the outstanding rank- 
ing cards, king of spades and club 
ace and queen. I:could discard 
three losers on partner’s diamonds, 
but unless the opponents’ trumps 
were divided evenly, there would 
be no chance of sufficient cross- 
ruffing. 

“After winning the first trick, I 
drew the outstanding trumps, 
which, as I expected, necessitated 
three rounds. However, due _ to 
East’s double, I found the right 
way to handle the contract. On 
the five diamonds, after following 
suit twice, I discarded one spade 
and two clubs, leaving one trump, 
Q-7 of spades and the club 10. 
Dummy held one trump and the 
original three clubs. East was re- 
duced to K-10 of spades and A-Q 
of clubs. West’s holding was mean- 
ingless. The lead of the club eight 
put East on the spot. Winning 
with the queen, he had no exit. If 
he returned,.the ace of clubs, I 
could ruff, and dummy’s trump and 
spade queen would win the rest. 
If he led the low spade, of course 
I would win with the queen. 

“East’s double had given away 
his holding and shown me the 
proper way to fulfill a dubious con- 
tract by a throw-in play. Without 
the double, I might have made a 
wrong guess about the club situa- 
tion. J. P., New Jersey.” 


Comments are scarcely needed. 
The hand was beautifully played 
by declarer, who took full advan- 
tage of the fortunate opening lead 
made against him. This is merely 
case No. 9,752,868 in the series, 
“Don’t Make Doubtful Doubles of 
Slam Bids.”

The Common Cold

of the common cold. One of 
the few things actually and sci- 
entifically known about the cold is 
that it has a seasonal incidence. 

Colds begin to become frequent 
in October. They do not show 
very much increase until January 
when there is a sharp rise in in- 
cidence which reaches its peak in 
the middle of February and then 
declines until about the first of 
April. This is one of the few 
facts that we can say, and say 
scientifically, that we know about 
colds, 

What doctors know about colds 
can be summarized very shortly. 
What they believe about colds is 
about the same as what you be- 
lieve about colds—in other words, 
a hodgepodge of opinions, person- 
al experiences, conclusions and su- 
perstitions. 

Since we are running into the 
period of expected frequent inci- 
dence, it is natural that health au- 
thorities about this time of year 
begin to give out warnings some- 
what to this effect: “Look out for 
the common cold.” Just what you 
do besides look out for a cold in 
order to prevent it is left more or 
less in the realm of speculation. 

You are advised not to g0 
around people who have colds. 
This sounds all right on paper, but 


%, 


it would be pretty difficult to find 
any human habitation in practical 
life right now where nobody has a 
cold. Whether colds are catching 
or not is somewhat debatable. If 
they are, they are only catching 
when the affected person is in the 
very early stages, even before he 
begins to feel bad enough to emit 
an occasional sneeze, ‘ 

It is estimated that it requires 
about two weeks after you have 


develop in your own body. When 
the cold sufferer is all stopped up 
and talks through his nose and is 
coughing and generally miserable, 
he probably is not in a position to 
transmit a cold to anybody else at 
all. 

So much for prevention by 
avoiding contact. What about the 
vaccines? Well, I pointed out in 
this column a year of two ago that 
Dr, Diehl of the University of 
Minnesota gave a number of stu- 
dents cold vaccines and another 
group sterile water hypodermically, 
and in the two groups he found 
the incidence of colds was no 
higher among those who had re- 
ceived sterile water than among 
those who had received the vac- 
cine,

while he feels like a quack when
